- ‘Macaroni, 
however, combines readily with many 
foods, and numerous tasty dishes can 
be made from it, Made-from a par- 
Ucularly nutritious grade of wheat, 
macaronl is a substitute for bread, and 
its use, once or twiee a week, will add 
variely to the diet. 


Plain Macaronl 
Shake two cups of broken macaroni 


Into six cups of rapidly-bolling salied 
water, Use one teaspoon of salt to

for about 12 minutes or until tender, 
Drain and -serve very ‘hot.

Affected animals ares immediately 
destroyed nnd all animals in the vici- 
nity are malleined—injected with a 
vaceine in the cye. The reaction of 
this operation is that infected animals 
quickly manifest signs of the disease. 

The Macao outbreak became 
kenown when three ponies belonging 
to Mr. Jack Potts, who recently left 
for England, were fnalleined and 
gave a positive reaction. They were 
immediately destroyed. ° .

Due to the rigorous inspection of 
ponies by the Hongkong Jockey Club 
glanders Is not frequent in Hongkong 
and over many years there have been 
only Isolated cases, invariably traced 
fo a recent arrival from Shanghai, 
Macao_ or Fanling. ‘ 

Some years ago there was on out- 
break among ponies belonging to the 
Mounted Troop of the Hongkong 
Volunteers and 15 animals were des- 
troyed. .

London, June 1. 

The Government’ has Issued the 
outline of its main proposals’ now 
under discussion with local au- 
thorities and others for securing 
reorganisation of clectriclty’ distri- 
bution. The ‘proposals have fol- 
lowed— upon—-the-~ report —of-~ the} 
McGowan Committee. 

It ‘is suggested that the Electricity 
Commissioners be charged with the 
duty of reviewing all undertakings 
In cach distribution and of preparing 
a scheme or schemes, after consulta- 
tion with the. undertakings: con- 
cerned, for the consolidation of 
undertakings therein into'n group or 
grcups. 

Among the principles. 
served in the preparation of schemes 
are, first, that a substantial reduce 
tlon in the present number of .under- 
takings, with compicte elimination of 
all duplicate powers, ts to be effected 
by the substitution, ‘where appro- 
printe,- of larger ond more economic 
units; secondly, that the area of 
supply of each unit should” be 
sufficiently large. to. embrace a 
reasonable diversity of demand and
